Columbus, November 20.—-(Special.) 
- The thirty-fourth annual convention 
o f the County Auditors’ association of 
Ohio opened in this city yesterday. 
Sixty-five of the^ 88 auditors of 
the 
state were present, J. F. Adams, of Co­ 
lum biana county, being among them. 
The m ost im portant m atter discuss­ 
ed was the question of state taxes. 
The report of the special committee 
on personal taxation was debated at 
length and was finally tabled. 
The 
taxation of railroads is classified 
as 
ptrsonal taxation and this committee 
was appointed to investigate 
and re­ 
port on this question. The views of 
the committee did not coincide with 
the John sen iail taxation methods with 
reference to the appraisem ent of rail­ 
roads, and were to the feffect that the 
county auditors showed a proper In­ 
terpretation pf the law in taxing rail 
roads, 


The report recommended th at incor 
po rated banks be appraised as real 
e s ta te on a ratio of 60 per c e n t The 
report will probably be taken up again 
a t the session this afternoon, which 
is tho concluding one. 
Auditor Hal- 
bedel, of W yanddt, stated that he had 
held a conference with Governor Nash 
and subm itted a resolution which he 
asserted reflected the ideas of the gov 
crnor concerning reform ative taxation 
m easures. 
The resolution reaffirms former dec 
larations favoring such reform as will 
ultim ately result in abolishm ent 
of 
the state tax levy and favors appoint 
m ent of a com m ittee of seven na a 
special taxation committee to operate 
with a sim ilar committee 
appointed 
by the county comm issioners’ state as­ 
sociation and with the Ohio 
state 
board of commerce, to use every le­ 
gitim ate m eans to bring about the re 
form so earnestly desired.

The pile was set on fire nnd the imple­ 
ments destroyed. Tile following week 
he called the overseer’s attention to the 
sick aud infirm horses, hogs and cattle 
and gave the same order. 
When the 
negroes had assembled nil the animals 
wert* knocked In the head. The Fri­ 
day following the landlord again culled 
his overseer. 
“ Anderson, I see a groat many sick 
niggers around hero—many who seem 
to In* laid up with rheumatism aud are 
good for nothing. Give orders that on 
Monday morning at IO o’clock they a1! 
appear In the front yard.” 
The effect on the slaves was magical. 
On Saturday men who had been un­ 
able to walk were skipping around like 
children; tile sick grew well suddenly. 
aud from that time ou the plantation 
was most prosperous.—Exchange.

Then he was sud­ 
denly transferred to a clerkship in Hie 
London postoffice. He was disqualified 
for the new position by general igno­ 
rance and special incapacity for the 
simplest arithmetic.

that he must pass an examination was 
forgotten before It was put into execu­ 
tion, and Trollope characteristically 
takes occasion to denounce the system 
of competitive examination by which 
he would have been excluded. 
Mean­ 
while be was turned loose In London 
and attempted to live like a gentleman 
on £90 a year. The results ure Indicat­ 
ed by a couple of anecdotes. • 
A money lender once advanced him 
£4, for which, first and last, he paid 
£200. 
This person, he says, became so 
much attached to him as to pay a daily 
visit to bis office and exhort him to be 
punctual. “These visits were very ter­ 
rible and can hardly have been of serv­ 
ice to me In the office.” This mild re­ 
mark applies also to the visits from the 
mother of a young woman In the coun­ 
try who had fallen In love with him 
and to whom he “lacked the pluck to 
give a decided negative.” The motlier 
used to appear with a basket on ber 
arui and an immense bonnet upon ber 
bead and inquire In a loud voice be­ 
fore all 
his companions, 
“Anthony 
Trollope, when are you going to marry 
my daughter?” 
No wonder that he was miserable. 
He was hopelessly In debt and often 
unable to pay for a dinner. 
He bated 
his work, he says, and he hated his 
idleness: he quarreled with bis supe­ 
riors, who thought him hopelessly in­ 
capable aud felt that he was sinking 
“to the lowest pits.” At last he heard 
of a place in the Irish postoffice which 
everybody despised and was successful 
on applying for it, because his masters 
were glad to get rid of him.

same time they informed his new supe­ 
rior that he would probably have to be 
dismissed on the first opportunity.—

“Our aim has been 
to 
forest ul 
tariff agitation, not to encourage IL 
It is the duty of this convention to 
harmonize as far. 
as 
possible the 
widely differing opinions represented 
in this body and to reduce to clear 
and forceful expression such princi­ 
ples as we hold in common. 
We are 
here to harmonize our views, not to 
emphasize our differences. 
This is 
no tim e or place for sentim ent, for 
theories of for statem ents that cannot 
be fully substantiated 
by 
facts. 
I 
take it, we are all agreed as to cer­ 
tain general propositions as these: 


dome Points Agreed Upon. 


"T hat some of the duties embraced 
In our present tariff are no longer 
needful for the existence of the indus­ 
tries for whose protection they are Im­ 
posed. 
“T hat many of our industries have 
reached a stage In their development 
where the home m arket alone cannot 
absorb their entire product and conse­ 
quently new outlets are necessary for 
the continuous operation 
and 
tho 
steady employment of their employes. 
"That the establishm ent of more 
cordial 
commercial 
relations 
with 
other 
nations by means of an ex­ 
change of tariff concessions would en­ 
large the foreign outlets of those in 
dustries for which increased export 
trade is necessary. 
“That if such applications of the 
principles 
of 
reciprocity 
could be 
made without Injury to any of our In­ 
dustries and consequent expansion of 
our foreign trade, would be beneficial 
to all our Industrial and commercial 
interests. 
“Coffee and tea are about the only 
great staple articles 
of 
commerce 
which we do not produce, and lf reci­ 
procity be limited to the use of these 
two commodities as a basis for nego­ 
tiations we cannot expect to mane 
much progress. 
To insist upon strict 
adherence to such a principle in mak­ 
ing application of reciprocity is vir­ 
tually to oppose its use In any practi­ 
cal form. 
“The reciprocity that is wanted to­ 
day is a reciprocity that means some­ 
thing and promises som ething in the 
shape of tangible advantages for our 
commerce, not merely expressions of 
kind sentim ent toward all the busi­ 
ness world, but an actual giving and 
taking of concessions that will open 
wider for us the m arkets of the world 
and broaden the distribution of our 
products. 
“President P.oosevelt said In 
his 
Minneapolis speech that where bene­ 
fits are sought from foreign countries, 
benefits m ust be given 
In 
return. 
President McKinley said at Buffalo 
that tariff duties not needed for pro­ 
tection m ight be utilized for the ex­ 
tension of trade. 
N either of them 
f said that reciprocity should be limit- 
»*d to articles we do not produce.” 
A vote on the adoption of the rules 
prepared by the committee 
on 
ar­ 
rangem ents resulted as follows: Yeas, 
85; nays, 41. This was regarded as a 
test of the strength cf liberal reci­ 
procity and high tariff men in the 
convention, the reciprocity advocates 
being, in the majority. 
Thfe organization was completed by 
electin'! the following: 
Vice chair­ 
men. General W. F. Draper. Massa­ 
chusetts; T. L. Hickman, 
Georgia; 
Charles H. Harding. 
Pennsylvania; 
Jam es Deering; Illinois; Titus Sheard, 
New York city, and Robert J. Morgan.

Secretaries, Edward H. San­ 
born. Pennsylvania, and E. P. Wilson 
Cincinnati. 
The convention adopted resolutions 
of greeting to President 
Roosevelt, 
Pledging it* support and expressing 
its confidence in his adm niistratlon.

"Coffee and tea are about the only 
great staple articles 
of 
commerce 
which we do not produce, and if reci­ 
procity be limited to the use of these 
two commodities as a basis for nego­ 
tiations we cannot expect to make 
mnch progress. To insist upon strict 
adherence to such a principle in mak­ 
ing application of reciprocity is vir­ 
tually to oppose its use In any practi­ 
cal form. 
"The reciprocity that is wanted to­ 
day is a reciprocity that means some­ 
thing and promises something in the 
shape of tangible advantages for our

It contains w hat purports to be a 
portrait of “ Ingenious Cocker.” E x­ 
perts. however, shake their heads over 
the authenticity of this work of art. 
There are m any engraved portraits of 
the epoch, but there w as only one 
Cocker. The British museum copy has 
no portrait, and there Is too much rea­ 
son to fear th at this em bellishm ent 
was added by some Ingenious owner 
lf an earlier century.

Most of the afternoon was occupied 
In the consideration of a resolution 
providing means for a recuperation of 
the treasury.

One of the Ancient Seven 
of the World. 
The ancients succeeded in making 
that alloy of copper which is known us 
bronze. Among tin* seven wonders of 
the world was the famous statue, whol­ 
ly made of bronze, historically known 
as the colossus of Rhodes, It repre­ 
sents! Pho'bus, the national deity of 
the Rhodians. It was t**gun by Chares, 
a pupil of Lysippus, the sculptor, aud 
was completed by Laches 288 B. C. 
The popular belief is that it stood 
astride the harbor of Rhodes, that it 
was 105 feet high and that ships could 
easily sail between its legs. 
Pliny said that few men could clasp 
its thumb. It was cast ou metal plates, 
afterward joined together, and this 
process occupied twelve years. 
In the 
interior was a spiral staircase reach­ 
ing Into its head, aud in a great mirror 
sus{>ended to its ueok were reflected 
the coast of Syria and the ships sailing 
to Egypt. 
A fter it had stood for sixty-four 
years this colossus was overthrown by 
an earthquake, and Its remains lay on 
the shore for 923 years—that is, until 
A. D. 672—when they were sold by the 
Saracens to a Hebrew dealer. 
The 
original cost was 300 talents—say, $0,- 
000,000—and it is not too much to say 
that a similar image might be con­ 
structed uow iu one fourth of tile time 
and at one third of the original cost. 
Rhodes, by the way, must have had 
colossus on tile brain, for Pliny relates

who was killed in this city on Monday 
night, woro taken last night to Wheel­ 
ing, W. Va., from which city they wore 
sent to WoBt Alexander, Pa., tho home 
of tho dead man’s parent*:. 
H. ll. McDonald, a brother, together 
with an undertaker, arrived here last 
night and took charge of the body 
at Burns & McQuilkin’a place of busi­ 
ness. 
Some trouble was experienced 
In procuring a death certificate, which 
Is necessary In the removal of a body 
from m o city to another, and Coro­ 
ner Straughn was finally appealed to. 
He communicated with Dr. Ogden, tell­ 
ing him to issue the certificate, which 
was done at a late hour Inst night. 
Previous; to leaving the city 
Mc­ 
Donald went to Chester, where 
he 
called at the home of A. M. Sevres, 
for whom his brother had been work­ 
ing and obtained some clothing and 
other personal effects which had been 
left there. Mr. Sevres also paid Mc­ 
Donald a sum of money 
which 
he 
owed the dead brother. 
Harry Miller, who was in company 
with the unfortunate man at the time 
of the accident 
which 
caused 
his 
death, was also interviewed, hut noth­ 
ing further than what was stated in 
last night night’s News Review was 
learned from him. 
James McDonald left home several 
months ago. and it was thought by his 
parents that ho

About two years ago another boy of 
the same family was kill»‘d in Iowa 
by a live electric wire.

Tile inhabitants of the countries bor­ 
dering on India have their own meth­ 
ods of making tire. 
A Burmese mes­ 
senger recently brought a note to an 
English official, and the latter observed 
something resembling a boy’s popgun 
hanging by the messenger’s side. Cu­ 
riosity prompted bim to ask the native 
what it was. and be was surprised to 
find that it was a machine for making 
fire. 
The native exhibited the apparatus 
and explained the working, concluding 
with a [tract lea I demonstration. 
It 
was a lube, closed at one end aud fitted 
with a piston. At the end of the piston 
was a groove or cavity, smeared with 
wax. which was used for making 
thread or billa turnable material adhere 
to It. The tinder, to keep the old name, 
la pressed on the wax when a light la 
required and is not kept there always. 
Placing the wisp of cotton en the 
wax. the native inserted the tightly 
fitting piston In the tube, then forced 
it along the latter by giving Jt a sharp 
blow. On withdrawing the listen the 
cotton was found to be alight, having 
been ignited by the concussion with the 
compressed air.—Pearson’s Weekly.
